The Pennsylvania Turnpike, which 
.vin he provided without cost to the 
Commonwealth, will embrace a four 
ane divided highway, stretching KIO 
miles with eight tunnels carrying tile 
cad through the mountains instead of 
over them.

I wonder why it is t h a t ve ge ta bl e? g e t s u c h a poor break. W e seem 
to 
fun- a p le n t y over th e rest of the meal. Yet w h e n it co m e s to th e 
vegetable* too of te n t h e y look a n d t a s te as if we ha d left t h e m to shift 
for th em s e lv es — flavorless, limp, so rely in need of s e aso ni ng . 


It a a pity, too! F o r all t h at crisp, colorful v e g etab le s ask of us is to 
he cooked tender in th e s h o r t e s t possible time, in a sma ll a m o u n t of 
w a ter, and then t o be se a s o n ed with a little care. In r e t u r n th ey p ro m is e 
to come to o u r tables so a p p e t i z i n g in both color a n d flavor that the 
family, down to th e y o u n g e s t , will a s k f o r a second servi ng. 


N o w , w e ’ve been c o o k in g v e g e t a b l e s in o u r I n ­ 
s t i t u t e k i tc h e n s f o r y e a r s u p o n y e a r s . A n d one of the 
e a s ie s t w a y s to cook th e m 
a t le a s t so we f i n d —is in 
a c ov er ed sa u c ep a n . I re c o m m e n d it to you. 


Choo se one of y o u r s a u c e p a n s t h a t will hold the 
v e g e t a b l e s c o m f o r t a b l y ; t h e n cover the b o t to m of it 
w ith ab o u t an inch of w a t e r . No, we d o n ’t believe in 
c o o k in g a n y v ege ta bl es, excep t g r e en s , in a s a u c e p a n 
w i t h o u t w a t e r , for th e r e is too m u c h d a n g e r of t h e i r 
s c o r c h i n g or b u r n in g . B rin g this w a t e r to a m e r r y 
boil; t h e n a dd th e s a l t — o n e -h alf te a sp o o n fu l f o r e v er y 
cu p of w a t e r u se d— and, next, th e vege ta bl es. P u t the 
cover back on, qu ic kly b r i n g t h e w a t e r to boiling 
a g a i n ; th en s t a r t c o u n ti n g t h e cook ing time. Cook th e 
v e g e t a b l e s un til t h e y a r e just ten d e r but no more. 
F o r c ooking time, see the tabl e below. 


He ed th is last tip well, w o n ’t you, for w hen we let our vegetable* 
s i m m e r along for w h a t m a y s eem j u s t a s h o r t t im e a f t e r th ey a r e done 
they a r e likely to be ruined. So be rig ht a t ha n d w h e n the clock tells you 
that th e veg etable shou ld be done. T e s t it with a fork, and if it is dom- 
t u r n oil the heat. T h e little w a t e r left in th e v e g etab le can be boiled of! 
wi th the sa u c ep a n c o v er off; or you can use it as pa rt of th e liquid for 
a sa uc e to be poured ov e r t h e v e g etab le if you w a n t one, or f o r g r a v i e s 
or in soups. 


An d now* we come to th e l a s t - m i n u t e touch 
urn I ho pe you will ne ve r 
fail to give. No vegetable, no m a t t e r how c a r e f u ll y you m a y h a v e cooked 
it, is re ad y for its s e r v i n g dish un til you have c r i t i c s Uy tas te d an d r e ­ 
t a s te d it with y o u r f a m i l y ’s likes as to s e a s o n i n g s well in mind. So get 
out y o u r t a s ti n g spoons, h o u s e k e e p e r s ! Fo r, unl ess I miss my g u e s s , you 
will find that y our v e g etab le needs ju st a sp r i n k l e m ore of salt or p e pp er , 
and p e r h a p s some b u t t e r o r m a r g a r i n e b e f o re you ca n proclaim it a 
pe rfe c tl y seasoned dish.
